The chemical plant of KIROVAKAN (44°28'H/40°49'N), Armenian 3SK, 
is southwest of the railroad station and south of a railroad line.

The chemical plant is composed of the following parts: Plant 
lio. 202, Plant iio, 305, the "RdZ" (Remontny Melhanicheski Zavod), some 
additional buildings, and the power plant. According to soviet 
statements, "R/Z" was previously pianned to be a tank repair 
plant, The development of the nearby chemical plants No. 202 
and No;- 305 required additional buildings, and the "RZ" under 
construction was included in the enlargements of the chemical 
plant. This plant was completed on schedule by October 1948 . 
All buildings were strong iron structures lined with black 

and red colored tufaceous limestone. The power plant of the 
chemical factory was surrounded by an extra fence, «A railroad I 
connection was available. (For plant isyout see annex. ) ie 


Seo work Force 

Eighty woviets and a hundred Fis were working on the construction 

of the "KMZ" plent. No details are available on the work force

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Coal bunker, 270 x 45 feet, and 10 feet deep, with a rail-~ 
road siding over the bunker to . dump the coal. «a conveyer

Coal mill, 38 x 65 feet with tower-shaped superstructures, 


.Three soviet coal grinding machines were installed on the 


third floor. 


"RAZ" plant (Remontoy Mekhenicheski Zavod), 75 x 100 x 50 feet. 
Coal and stones from the Ararat .louutain will be vrocessed 
here. The second floor 1s equipped with two coal dust-fueled 
boilers, each 25 feet high. Three stone crushers were fitted 
and the installation of a 30-foot-high furnace was started. 
The boiler is to process the ground coal together with the 
pulverized stones. The lower story was equipped with vumps, 
and there was space left for driving motors and sonveyer 
belts. Pipe lines connected :; the building with plant

workshop, 270 x 40 x 20 feet, with large foundations but 
with the floor still lacking. Jlurpose of the building was 
not known. 

Pump house and settling pool, 30 x 35 x 50 feet. ‘three 
pipes suspended from the substructure of the conveyer in- 
stallation lead to plant No. 202. 

Luilding, the future store and dispatching station for 
finished products, 270 x 50 feet, just completed, ten- 
porearily used as warehouse. 

Chemical plant, 450 x 300 x 15 feet, in operation and 
strictly guarded. Ivilding with one sheet metal smoke= 
stack, ‘the laborers only used makeshift masks made of muslin 
and absorbent cotton.
